How will higher leather prices 
affect the fashion market?

WE WOUND UP our round of fae- 
tory vislts at Rikma, where 
designer Rojy Ben Joseph can 
always be relled upon for bright 
new fashion Ideas, come what 
may. Perhaps the secret of her 
huge international) success — her 
export turnover Is nearing the 
million-dollar mark — is the very 
fact that she is never satisfied with 
her latest creations, constantly 
striving to come up with 
something new, never convinced 
that she has a success on her hands 
until the order books actually 
prove it. 

Based on a4 coarse-weave, 
locatly-spun cotton fabric, the 
Rikma line {s best known for its 
brilliantly Mediterranean. 
coloured striped robes, dresses, 
beach cover-ups and at-home 
werr. Rojy's latest success has 
been with Arab kefiye tabric: Last: 
season she used it in endless black 
and white variations; now she has 
it in reds and blucs too on a big 
mix-and-match collection. She has 
converted her basic cotton fabric 
into a warm winter one by com- 
dining it with acrylic yarn, and has 
come up with a smash hit range of 
long skirts and tops In browns, 
mulberry and other warm colours. 
She is also offering all her cotton 
printa in a brushed-back variation, 
again making them sultable for 
cosy winter wear, ospeclally in 
these fuel-short days. 

Rikma, too, can pride 
themselves on having got out all 
thelr export consignments on 
achedule during a particularly 
hard war-time period when Rojy 
Ben Joseph was left as sole ex- 
ecutive for the entire factory. 
Single-handed, she solved 
transport problema to enable girl 
workers living far away to get to 
work, and after the first fortnight 
of the war even the firm's 
workshop in Gaza was operating 
on B nearly normal basis. 

Frankly, we had expected a 
dampened mood, even something 
of a depression among fashion 
firme right now. Happlly, we found 
optimism, determination and 
logical-sounding analyses of tho 
situation wherever we went. ‘The 
show muat go on" is certalnly no 
new maxim In the rag trade...
